4 far from their thoughts that their modeſt and humble deſires for 
"the Keformation of ſome abuſes both in Church and State ( all 
which, His Majeſty in the reſpective Kingdomes did ( or was wil- 
- ling to.) cure) ſhould. have ſtruck-fo deep as to indeayour the 0- 
verthrow ofall lawfull Governments, Civill and. Eccleſiaſticall ; 
-bringins in ſtead of a promiſed Reformation it Religion,a'curſed 
Toleration of the moſt damnable Secs, Errors, and Hereſies that 
ever Hell did ſend forth ; and for the Civilh State, --inſtead of a. 
wel-ſetled Monarchy, a moſt confuſed tyrannicall Anarchy, quite 
contrary to the words and meaning of the Covenant, and the ho- 
neſt intentions: of all true hearted, Religious and loyall Sub- 
jecs in the three Kingdoms, whodid take that ſolemn Covenant. 
with a purpoſe to keep it, and of very many thouſands who did 
never take the Covenant, (yet very good Proteſtant and loyall 
Subjects.) being more affrighted with the compulſory way of en+ 
torcing it on all, than unſatistyed in the matter, being introduced 
in a.legall way, none of theſe deſerving the name of Malignants , 
or to be {o cruelly dealt. with either for-cheir. perſons: or Eſtates 
as hath been roo too common in-both Kingdomes; but the Cove-- 
nant it ſelf doth beſt decypher who are Incendiaries, Malignants , 
and evillinſtruments, viz. thoſe who hinder the reformation of 
religion, who divide the King from His People,, or one king-- 
dome from another,or make any Faction or Parties amongſt the- 
people, contrrary to the League and Covenant. Yet by our new 
tenets, none muſt be called Malignants but thoſe. that have loyall 
hearts towards their Soveraigne, though otherwiſe never ſo Re- 
ligious;and all of them (with Maſter arty») would gladly make 
the Covenant an old. Almanacke, that they might be rid of that tie 
of preſerving His Majeſties Picks and Authority, in the [reſerva- 
ti0n and defence af the true Religion and Liberties of the Kingdoms, 
that the Wor la may bear Witneſſe with their C onſcientes of their loy-- 
Alties, and that they have no.thoughts or iatentions to diminiſh Huw 
Majeſties juſt Power andGreatneſſr. 
_ As the Hiſtory of Independency hath diſcovered the prattiſes of 
thie Independent Janto, fo this:Appendix will diſcover their chiefe 
Confederate in Scotland, namely the Marquiſſe of Argyle whoſe 
dealing, with his.Kindred, Friends; and Confederates mentioned 
inthe followings diſcourſe, will be a warning to all religzous: Pro- 
teſtants; how.they truſt ſuch an Apoſtate Covenanter, whoſe am-

"Dition andavarice hath ruined the KING; Church and State;-or | 
three. ye, Kingdomes. Although it may ſeeme a paradox 
10 many, I dare boldly aver that Argyte and his Faction in Scor- 
land have been, and are the chiefe Malignants, Incendiaries, and 
evill Inftruments,who have been the Ruiners of theſe three flouri- 
{hing:Kingdoms,and the Authors of the blood Thed in all of them, 
as I hope by this following Diſcourſe will be'made appear to eve- 
ry impartiall and unprejudicate Reader, who hath, . or may have 
the certain knowleds uf every particular when time ſhall ſerve. 
This Argy/e's Father, after the Marriage of his EngliſhLady, ha- 
es turned Catholique Roman, and this his only Sonby his firft, 
Lady being carefully educated by the Earl of Morton , by whoſe 
means he obtained the poſſeilion of his Fathers whole Eſtate for 
a ſmall Penſion, and by His Majeſties ſpeciall favour ( for out- 
_ quitting his pretended Title of Tuſtice Generall of the K ng aome of 
Scotland )did Obtain an Heritable Tuſticiary of Argyle, Lorne , 
 Kintyre, andmany of the Weſterne Ifles.; which power he did 
execute. with that cruelty that he.diſguſted all the Iflanders and 
Highlands of Scorl/and,who were never fo tyrannized over by any 
of their Kings, till bis Fathers death (ſtill fearing his return ) he 
| kept. himſelt ſomewhat modetate for the ingapging for the Cove- 
nant, or keepins company ſometimes with thoſe that- were a- 
ainſt it ;: but his Father being dead,. findins himſelfe idolized by 
hoſe who had:taken the managing of all affairs into their: hands , 
and that by his power and policy he could prevaite with them in 
any thing, to indear himſelf the more to that party, he did ſeem 
exceeding zealous for the Covenant, and pretending great fears 
from {relan;, (which the then Lord Deputy Strafford his Great- 
nefſe and:knowne averſeneſſe from the Covenant did make the 
 morecaſily-to be beleeved ) whereas the true cauſe ofhis feares 
 w s for the loſſe of Krmryre(whereothe coſened his Brother lons 
1 before his death ) 7fla, and divers:confiderable Ifles-which were 
{ _. andoughtto be the poſſeſſions of the Jackgdonals, and his in- 
diſcreet provoking of Srrafford, .who in revenge of him did uſe 
very hardly all the Scots in [re{ard who would not renounce the 
Nationall Covenant of Scorla»d : he diſ-armins them, did Arme 
and Train many 47:6, who (after his Head was off) ſhed-fo much- 
 bloudin /re/ang, , and upon pretence of divers\of the Mackdo- 
walds ( Argyl&s own. Tenants for thetime) were acceſſary tothe 
—} (a3), Plot: 
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Plot, fearing his Tudiciary power where he was both Tudge and 
Party, they were inforced to flie to Ire/and till their peace ſhould 


be made ; to prevent which, he ſent their Wives and Chilren 


after them, tgok poſſeſſion of all their moveables, and placed 0- 
ther Tenants in their Room ; but being grieved that Culkertongh 
.and his Sons, who had goodly Poſleſſions, were not gone with 

 thereſt, hecanſed cite them before the Councell , as acceſſary 


to an Invaſion to be made by Aniram and ſome of their friends ; 


which cita3ion ( as legall men and not guilty inthe leaſt) they did 


obey, and after ſome dajes ſtay in Edinburgh ( taking their walk 
daily before Argylc*s dore)they did humbly intreat his Secretary 
to plead for them, that they. might have a ſpeedy hearing, ſince 
they were weary of their attendance; which the Secretary ac- 
quainting the Lord Argy/e, returned them this Anſwer, Thar 
{ince they had reſtified their obedience by their appearance , they 
might go home and behave themſelves civilly, not medling with 
their Rebellious friends,(as he was pleaſed to rearme them ) and 
be ready upon any new citation, they ſhould be excuſed for that 
time : they did humbly thank his Lordſhip, and his Secretary,for 
this courteſie , and did preſently depart from Edizburgh towards 
their home ; whereof my Lord ( by his Spies upon them ) having 
notice,, did immediately convene the Councell, and whereas in 
many dayes before ( during their Ray in Town ) they could nor 
be heard that day they were firſt Called, and upon their not 
Anſwering, my Lord agravating their Accuſation by their 
departure , occaſioned by his own and his Secretaries contriving, 
procures a Warrant to make them priſoners till they fhould be 
Tried, and to ſeize upon their Eſtates ; which our of his zeale to 
the Covenant ( God knows ) he did carefully performe, and made 
C wlegtto and his two Sons Priſoners before they were balfe way 
athome ; which Alexander Mackdonild(afterwards Sir Alexan- 
der Mackdonald ) being fled to [re/2»d (having no valuable poſ- 
ſ{e{fion to look to at home ) did aſſociate himſelf: with the 1riþþ in 


the begmnning of their Rebellion ; but ſo ſoon as the Scors Artay 
came over , he did apply himſelfe to them , aſſuring them that he 
would do them faithful fervice againſt the Iriſh Rebells if they 
would releaſe his old Father and his ewo Brethren , unjuſtly de- 
tained priſoners, or bring ther to Legall Trial , whereof having. 
aſſurance given bir , he brought with him two hundred gallant

tires drive Heards of Catule,, Sheep, or other Beaſts ; for whitch 
| theLord Ogitbee could have ns remedy , thee Thieves beihs pro- 
| rected by the Earle of Arg: , by advice of his Lawyers ; Be did 
| Chatge the Earke of Xrgy/s., vhar. he flhoukd fiag- farery not to ;

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:maintaine or prote& ſuch Out-lawes ; but before he could obtain 
the fame, he'was obliged (according to the cuſtome of Scot/ard) 
to give his Oath, He did fear bodily harme from Argy/s, which 
he was unwilling to doe ; alleaging, it were only a Beaſtly harme 

that he did feare,, for if he would not protect thoſe that did ſteal 

his poor mens Beaſts, he was nothing atraid ofhis body. This tart 

Anſwer , after an age muſt ( under colour of ſervice to the State) 

be ſo revenged. 

The Goardoxs, divers of whom he betrayed under truſt, and un- 
der pretence of ſecuring his Neces Portions that he was ingaged 
tor, poſſeſſing himſelfe of Badinoch and Lochaber , and plundring 
friends and foes indifferently in his-marches to and fro , and the 
inexhauſtible treaſure of the $co:s Exchequer muſt altow him ele- 
vend or twelve thouſand pounds ſterling for every Voyage ; 
whereas his Breechleſle Souldiery were well content with their 
Beef and Bannocks, and ſuch convenient plunder as the Country 
could afford : theſe ( asI conceive ) were the moſt conſiderable 
Forces Momtroſſe ever had, unleſſe ſome that were through: fear; 
compelled to yeild for the time, ſo that the bloud ſhed in Scot- 
{and by MMontroſſe and Macdonald doe properly fall upon Argyle*s 


ſcore, noother under Heaven whhes | occaſioned both their out- 


breakings, and all their partakers who did ſee no other way to be 
revenged on him (that had made himſelfe Maſter of all the Eſtate, 
having made Argyl:*s quarrel there one)than by heavins at al un- 
der the ſpecious pretext of the Kings intereſt: which if God in mer- 
cy had not prevented, they had almoſt effeftuate through Argy/c*s 
miſgovernment;wherein it is to be remarked, that when he was 0- 
verthrown by /entroſſe in Lochaber the ſecond of Febrwary, 
1645. many of his friends being killed , and others taken, he 
who would not releaſe Catberrongh for his Sons good ſervice , 
nor the Generalls ingagement, or the Committee of Eſtates de- 
fire ( you muſt not ſpeak of Command ) for Maſter James Ha- 
»14{ton, a faithfull Miniſter of the Goſpel, who found more kind- 

_ nefle from Cxlkertough than from this Caniball Covenanter , is 
now content to releaſe all to get a poor Company of his Country- 
men, leaving the Godly Miniſterin cruell bondage, whom Cake-' 
:cu7h did releaſe upon his Paroll and promiſe to ſend him-a Boy 
that was forgot behind mos ecommerce

fave one., who is now ready to enter through his neglect ;; fo this 
x 2000l. of his Siſters Portions ( with the ruine of their Souls to 
boot ) is a part of 4rgy/:*s well-made purchaſe. 

The great care taken by the Earl of Morton for Arps edu- 
cation & preſervation both of his life from the craity detignes of 


a Step-mother , and recovery of his almoſt ruined Ettate , was 
fowellrequired, that (notwithſtanding he hath the; Earl. of 


Morton's Daughter in his bed: ). in open Parliament he' ſpake 


what became hjm not both of that noble Lords Perſon and Eſtate 


( only, as he pretended , out of his zeal to the welfare of the 
Kingdom ) whereas the truth is, it was meerly out of his ambiti- 
on to have that Honourable place conferred upon himſelte which 
was intended by His Majeſty upon that Noble Lord ; .bur' finding 


His Majeſty not inclinable that way , the next aſſault was, for 
one of his own name, a man truly well deſerving ( for to ſay , 


better deſerving than himſelfe , is no great praiſe) and if his too 
much favouring of him do not ſtain his reputation worthy to be 


| beloved. | 


Thus having ſhortly viewed Arfy/c*c religious cariage 'to- 


wards his Vaſſalls and Tenants,Parents, Friends, and Allyes,Bro- 
ther and Siſters , Neighbours and fellow Patriots ; let ns.take a

due obſervation of the Solemn League and Covenant with his co? 
venanted Brethren of Eng/azd, and then let the impartiall Reader 
judge whether he be not ſuch as is affirmed in the Propoſition, the 
sreateſt Incendiary inthe 3, Kingdoms. 

It cangot be denied, but His Majeſty ( as 1s mentioned before 
did confer many great 8 Princely favours upon him at the Earl of 
Aforton's deſire when he was Lord of Lorr, ſuch whereof as re- 
quired confirmation were approved and rat ified in Parliament , 
His Mateſty being preſent, anno I641 - with the addition of the 
| honour and title of Marqueſſe, and a full Penſion well paid ever 

{ſince whoever want, together with (not onely an A# of Oblivion, 
- but an Approbation of all his tyrannicall proceedings againſt the 

Atboll men, the Earl of ##-ely, and others, though not particular- 
ly mentioned, yet as done in obedience of Orders from the Com- 
mittee of Eſtates(obtained by his own procurement) therefore to 
be no further queſtioned. | 

__The firſt indeayour in requitall of theſe and many other Royall 
favours was, the entring in conſpiracy with certaine his Confe- 
derates (whom I forbeare to name) to transtorme the Kinsdome 
of Scorlad into a Free State like the Eſtates of Hollars), and be- 
cauſe ſome truly noble Lords did .abhor fach a diſloyall motion 
( after ſo many Ads of faybur witnelling to all Poſterity His 
Royall bounty both to Church and State , whereof theſe chiefe 
Conſpirators taſted not a little ) he did at that time forbear not 
fo much to proſecute his deſign?2, as to conceale their Councell 
from all theſe that had thoughts of Loyalty, though moſt faith- 
full to the true Religion and their Countrey according to-the 
Covenantf.. The Iriſh Rebellzon breaking out, fearing his owne 
ſtake if Antrim ſhould grow ſtrong, he procured one Regiment 
for himſelf, another tor his Cozen Lawers, a third with the place 
of L. Gcnerall for that moſt ungrate Gentleman the Earl of Le- 
thiay (who was married to his Neece, and one of his Confidents , 
who was once heard ſay, T hat 1he 3. Kingaoms wonld never have 
Peace ſo long as King CHARLES Hu Head was on Hu ſhoul- 
ders ; andyetitis only KingCnam LE $ his favour that hath 
made him and his Father exceed the eſtate of Gentlemen ) with 
many other places to divers of their friends, intending a full Con- 
queſt of [rc/arnd (at leaſt) to baniſh Antrim and the /Mackdonalds 
from thence, as he and his Predeceſſurs had done many of them

| ent of Scotlars, taking a gift from the Parliament of E-plard of 
| ſome oftheBEarle of 4: trim's Lands in lreland , eſpecially the 
| Tfland of Rachara; tothe which , one of the forementioned Re- 
Siments was ſent and kept there a long time, fo that all the three 
Kingdomes muſt be at the charge to maintaine Armies and Gar- 
riſons for enlarging the Dominions of Argy/e. His next projet, 
having begun his Confederacy in Ezg/azd by ſhewing them the 
waies to get money by Taxes and Exciſe, 10 and 20 part, bring- 
ing in of Plate, voluntary Contributions, borrowing on the Pub- 
lique Faith, ryrannizing over the Perſons and Eſtates of all that 
durſt be fo bold as ſpeak againſt the Illegall Orders, and all this: 
Money in both Kingdomes to be imployed againſt His Majeſty , 
whom- their renewed Covenant did oblige them to defend, ha- 
ving good opportunity to traffique betwixt under the pretence 
of Commitlioners for the Kingdome of Scotland, the reſt forthe 
moſt part either his Creatures or Confidents, fo that he ruled all 
the Councell at home and abroad, ſending Lothian to France to 
have them brought. in a Confederacy, abuſing His Majeſty by pro- 
curing His Commiſſion for Treating concerning the keeping and 
preſervation of that auncient League betwixt France and Scotland 
(begun in Charls the Grear*s time, with Achains King Of Scot- 
lan} bur the effect of the Treaty was to bring Mony to Argyle, 
who, at time when the Kingdome ſtood in much need of Men , 
ſold fiverhouſand to the French to be underhis Brother, (from 
whom he had as formerly the Eſtate,ſo now the Title of K ineye, 
and he muſt be Earl of /7wss, all the Intereft he had there being 
by his q:»udam T wtor (now Slave) Barcl:y, his being ſometime 
Provoſt thereof) and the Chancellors Brother Lundie [ur France 
and 7rwin had bad pennyworths, although Argyle made a good 
market for the Men, like Money traſted ina Tuglers hand , were 
gone with a.puffe : thns you ſee how much both KI N G and 
Kingdome Ss. 4 to him in this particular. 'But to come 
to the main point ofthe Conſpiracy, finding Scorlavd (although 
he hadall the power of the Perſons and Eſtates in his hand) nor 
pliable as yet to caſt off Monarchy, and imbrace Ariſtocracy,, of | 
whom, (as affairs ſtood) none could be the chiefRuler buthim- 
ſelf; hedid imploy the Zealots of the Clergy to aſperſe this , 
who did oppoſe him (eſpecially ſome moſt faithfull and religious 
Noble men) as if they were fallen from their firſt love, turau ene- 
| (bz) maies 
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migs to the:cauſe of Chriſt ; had with Dexas,imbracel this: pre 
ſent world: and that Argyle was the only man that ſtood in- the 
Sap; threatning out of their Pulpits all ſuch as would rhinke Or 
ipeake evill of him; but when the State-juglers with their Cler- 
sy-Impoſters, could neither ſhake the Loyalty ofthe one, who | 
were really for the Covenant and Monarchicall Government,nor 
plaſter over the many.fraudulent cheats ofthe Argathelian party, 
now become a moſt odious and heavy burthen to the Kingdome , 
haraſed and ruined frum the one end to rhe other by him and his 
Armies on the one part, and 4ertroſſe.and his contederates on 
the other part, ( Arpy/e, of the two, beingthe Kingdomes moſt 
cruell enemy ) was ſimulat humiliation, having the Church-men 
ſtill his friends,did reconcile hinſelfe to the other noble and loyall 
Patriots by ſuffering them to rake ſome ſhare of the Govern- 
- ment, that the ( by him) dif-joynted State might by them be ſer 1n 

a right frame againe,with a reſolution when all things were right, 
to uſurp his wonted Authority , and follow his old trade of Ve- 
throning His Majeſty , and cantonizing the Kingdom ; but things 
falling out ſo that one day at Vazevy, quelling the K 1N G'S 
party 1n Ezg/and ; and one day at Phr/ipjhingh , almoſt quieting 
Scotland ; finding the Presbyterians in Ezg/ard inclinable to 
peace, andYeſirous of his Majeſtis re-eſtabſiſhment according 
to the Covenant ;- he leaves them, and joyns Councell with day , 
Px--oit.6 rem ell, nd others of the Independent lunto , doing 
them that. Maſterpeice of good ſervice; firſt, under colour of 
Loyalty and friendſhip to prevaile with His Majeſty to returne to 

the Scats Army: thenat Newarke. Cromwel! contributing a Paſlſe 
to Hudſon and Alhbw nhamwith a ſlack Guard , that His Maje-- 
{ty mightrhe more freely eſcape. Secondly, after many learned & 
loyall Speeches. for 41.narchy , the Kingdom of Scar lands intereſt 
in the perſon of the KING, and many Vows and Proteſtations 
both in private and publique , nut to-abandon His Majeſty with- 
out his own conſent,contrary to all which , he and his Party did 
overthrow the Loyalty of that once famous Gentleman: L. Ge- 
nerall David 7.e/15e (.who had deeply fworn, and ingaged himſelf

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now an aſſared ) Priſoner, and the whole power of the Sword in © 
the hands of the Independents and Secaries , to the ruine and 'o- _ 
yerthrow of their Presbyterian friends in the City and Parliament, 

as the H'for y of Ind-pendency doth witneſle , encouraging the 
Independent Party:( by their Letters ) to proceed in their dethro- 
ning Votes and accuſation of His Majeſty, aſſuring them that 
no party from Scor/and ſhall be able to hinder them in their pro- 
ceedings ;. but finding the body of the Parliament, and the King- 
dome of Scor/azd to be ſenſible of the ruine of Religion and 'Mo- 
 narchicall Govermnent if the Sectaries prevaile, and their refoly- 
tion to adhere to their Covenant,and re-eſtabliſhing His Majeſty, 
being in feare their party ſhall noc be able any longer to delude - 
the Kingdom , or hinder the Army deſigned to come in for the 
vindication of the many breaches ofthe Solemn League and :Co- 
venant, and the ſeverall Treaties betwixt the Kingdomes, they 
have ſolicited the Armies of SeQtaries to come to their aſliſtance , 
ſome of. their Miniſters p:o-effins in their Letters they have no 
hope of ſafety-nnleſſe it be by means of t "8s (rebellious) Army ow 13 
England , thereby indeavouring to make. Scot/axd the feat of 
War. | 
And if theſe troubles in 77a/es, and cutting Petitions from E/- 
ſex , Ken, Surry, and Suſcex., had not hindred them , their reſo- 
lution was:to have ſent Cromwell thither , it being debated before 
he-went.to Y.:/es, which of the two he ſhould take 1n hand ? but 
the conſtant aſſurance they had from. Argy/c, and thoſe accurſed 
Clergy men that were bribed by Srephex © Marſhall, T hat there 
was n0 feare of d1nger from Scottand iz haſt: made them haſten to 
finiſh the enſlaving of E-g/and and Wales , and then they reſolve 
to conquer Scotland ; - which: they conceive maybe quickly done, 
having Argy/e and his Faction fo firme to.them, that although he 
would, neither he nor his Partners dare revolt-from them: having 
received ſo-much of their money, leſt they ſhould reveale more 
\ than he defires ſhould be known; ;and as the Independents ſent 
their Emiſſaries through all-Countries and Corporations: to get 
hands to Petitions for thanks ts the Houſe for therr dethromng Votes, .

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| derates: whereas thereis no intention againſt the Parliament; or 
| Body of England ; but to comply With all religious honeſt hearted 
and lojall Subjets, who deſire that His Majeſty may be enlarged 
 endbronght to a Perſonall Treaty, Whereby Peace and Truth may be- 
fethd in the three K oe; their chief pretences being,that Re- 
ligion is not ſecured: the Religion now eſtabliſhed in Scar/avd was 
by A& of Parliament ( His Majeſty preſent ) fo well ſecured as 
the moſt religious Church-men, and moſt skillfull Lawyers could 
deviſe : If you have got New Lights, and deſire any other Reli- 
ion to be eſtabliſhed, vindicate His Majeſties Honour , and put 
up your Petitions to Him in an orderly way,and He may poflible 
vindicate you from the yoke of flavery which ſome of your tyran- 
nizing Clergy deſire to put upon you ; the. next is a wonderfull 
increaſe of your feares by the great T7»ſts put upon ſuch perſons, 
of whom you have juſt cauſe of jealouſie to this Kingdome , and 
the Cauſe of God ; though you doe not ſpeake plaine, your Pam- 
phlettiers doe, and your pulpit Incendiaries to ſome purpoſe : 
you mean Duke Hamilton now Generall of the Forces , detipned 
y the Kingdome and Parliament of Sce:land, for vindicating the 
Honorr of the Nation,and revenging His Majefties Captivity upon 
that perfidinus rebellious Army of Seftaries, and their adherents : 
what he did before the ſubſcribing of the Covenant ought nor 
to be objected, (his moderation even theh deſerving the honour 
and love of His Country) and ſince his ſubſcribing, malice it ſelfe 
cannot tax him that he hath done any thing contrary to his Cove- 
nant or his Country ; what ontroſſe doth aſperſe him with,that 
he hindred his intended 1nw.fron of Scotland , and fo conſequently 
His Majeſties ſervice ;. none of thoſe who ſtand for the Covenant 
who did think Aonrrofſe amenemy. to the. Covenant and to his 
Country, o_ to obje& this ro my Lord Duke, whoſe tender 
care ofthe ſafety and welfare of his Countrey may evidently ap- 
pear even in the relation of one of his moit deadly enemies; and 
whereas his good advice for moderation was miſconſtrued by A: » 
Ele and his prevailing Faction on the one ſide, as if he had done

ings contrary to the Covenant ; and by MMonrrofſe and his Con- 
federates at Court on the other fide, as if he had connived or 


been acceſſary to thoſe violent courſes agaiaſt his Majeſty, which 
(God knows ) he was not able at that time to hinder, his intenti- 
ens being ffsfl for Peace ; and ſuch a Peace as might conſiſt with 
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the ſafety of Religion, and His MajeSties honour , whereof he was 
very hopetull, being confident of His Majeſties propenſneſſe to 
Peace, and the intereſt he had in His Majeſties favour : bnt the 
watchfull malice of his enemies, and the enemies of peace, did

by the then impoſlibility of clearing his innocency to his Sgye- 
raigne'( the loſſe of whoſe tavour would be more bitter than a . 
thouſand deaths) and his reall intentions for the g00d of his 
Country, for whoſe cauſe he hazarded and ſuffered fo' much mi- 
ſery and impriſonment : Yetthis noble Dukes implacable and 
malitious enemies -doe further aſfperſe him asa man of no Reli- 
Sion, a meer Politician, and one that ſeeketh the ruine of his So- 
_ veraipne by the aſpiring to the Crowne of Scotland : it would 
trouble the beſt Politician, and the inoſt religious upon earth, in 
theſe diſtracting and diſtracted times, to diſtinguiſh rightly be- 
" 4wixt the duty We owe to Religion, & the duty We oe to our Prince, 
ſuppoſing them enemies ; but the falſity ofthis ſuppoſition, 
( which hath mifl2d many thouſands, and been the ground of all 
Our Miſeries ) being evident to the Duke, who had the honor to 
be educated andiintimate with his Majeſty from his youth;know- 
ing His Majeſty to bea 4 /ove- and honourer of rhe true Pretcſtant 
Religion, a lover of juſtice ana-mucy ,avd a prattifer of all Chriſtian 
and moratll virtues, axd With a woſt manificent hand a royal Rexe. 
fattor to himſelf and his Family. It may beasked ,. if it had been 
either piety or policy in the Duke to have kick*d off ſo loving 
and ſo liberall a Lord and Maſter, (although he bad not been his 
Soveraigne ) or to have ingaged againſt his Country with any 
Party that for their owne.ends more than the good of their Sove- 
raignes, were diiturbers ofall moderate Councels ſo longs as he 
had any hopes of peace ; eſpecially ſeeing ſo many fad preſidents+ 
in both Kingdomes , where many powerfull Subje&s,. lovers .of 
the true Proteſtant Religion., not joyning prudence with their 
1oyalty and innocence, havecruſh'd them under the load,:and no- 
thing eaſed His Majeſties burthen, but rather increaſed the ſame ; 
all-their wealth and power being now made inftrumentall to en- 
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flave bothKIN G and Kingdoms: the Duke's prudence having 
vindicated him from the ruine intended againſt him by his ene- 
mies, and reſerved him-( through (3ods bleſſing ) to vindicate his 
Loyalty by re-enthroning His Majeſty ſo ſoon as God hath ena- 
bled him with any power to do it. As tor his Religion , it is 
known he is. neither Popiſhly affected , nor a Sectary ; but who 
hath ever beena Profeſſor of the true Proteſtant Religion, a lo- 
ver and Patron of all Godly men and honeſt Miniſters even in the 
time of Epi{copacy , when few or none but himſelte durſt appeare 
for-them ; if his judgment had not been overſwayed in ſome Star- 
Chamber ſentences before he had that wiſdom& experience which 
he now hath, and longs before he did take the Covenant;if he had 
been ambitious of popular applauſe, he had been more renovin'd 
for his Religion, than for his Princes royal bounty;but wiſhing ra- 
ther to be religious, than ſeem ſo ; his favours were given in ſecret 
to many Godly Miniſters , and His Majeſties Honour and good 
chiefly aimed at in the beſtowing of them : and that you make a 
ſhort view of his proceedings, as you have done of Argy/e's, by 
comparing them , you will find who doth deſerve the Title of che
